V26 being simulcast on both 9153 USB and 4283 the morning of August 1. 


T! also sent us his V26 observations for August, 2010, from his location in the 
Mohave Desert. Thanks OM!!! 


"Howdy all, 

Although I am doing very little with the radio these days I am recording V26 
frequencies near daily (along with V24 and the Vietnamese numbers frequency). 
Once a week I go through the recordings and compile the data, but am woefully 
remiss on reporting it. So I end up doing so about once a month. 


I have noted that V26 is currently on at least three frequencies, it appears 
these three transmissions are normally simultaneous unless there is a failure. 
The frequencies are 4283, 7553, and 9153 kHz. The mode most often used is USB, 
but several transmissions have been in AM. So far what I have seen is that when 
a frequency is in AM it is a single frequency, while the others remain in USB. 
So, 4283 and 9153 will be transmitting in USB while 7553 is transmitting in AM. 
I have seen both 9153 and 7553 in AM at one time or another. 4283 is such QRM 
heavy for me I can make out few details there except that V26 is transmitting. 
The center frequency on both 7553 and 9153 often varies a bit day-to-day, from 
about + 0 Hz to about +300 Hz, I have not been able to receive 4283 often enough 
to determine if it also does. However, they do not vary together, one day 7553 
might be dead on 7553.0 while 9153 might be 9153.18, and the next they both may 
be off frequency or they both may be right on freq. 


My post last month suggested the next ECL be amended to show V26 in both LSB and 
USB (the current entry says LSB only), now I guess I will have to suggest the 
ECL be amended to say USB, LSB, and AM. I suspect the AM transmissions may be 
errors, but they are frequent enough (at least 6 times this last month, although 
I am only reporting 3 below) that one might run across the mode. 


V26 is still following the same pattern. First a 4 x 4 modem comes up and 
transmits for a while. There is a short pause and the CW sister station comes 


up (I really must look at that CW station closer some day, build a format for 
it, maybe then we can assign it an ID). After that the Chinese voice V26 comes 
online. All of this happens on all three frequencies simultaneously. 


Several times one or another frequency has had an error, and ended in mid code 
group, while the other frequencies continue. 


A rather strong indicator that sometimes the CW and the V26 are from the same 
transmitter occurred on August 30, 2010. The 4 x 4 modem in LSB never came on 
using the 9153 kHz frequency that day, but the CW did proceed the V26 voice as 
it normally does. However, the CW was NOT the standard tone. Instead it was 
keying on and off the very heavy background noise (possible digital modem) that 
was heard first during the August 28 V26 TX on 9153. When the V26 later started 
on 9153 kHz it included the same background noise for the entire duration of 
the transmission. 


There is also an indicator that there are multiple transmitters involved and 
that this might be a network, vs a single site. On August 31, 2010, the 4 x 4 
modem was up multiple times, as it often is, and starting at 1341:24 it came up 
in LSB as normal, but it had the same heavy noise on the USB side as the V26 
voice had displayed for the last few days. The noise turned on exactly when the 
4 x 4 did. The 4 x 4 ended at 1344:01 and the noise continued, indicating the 
TX was still on. Also, when the 4 x 4 modem ended the noise on the USB side 
immediately increased, as might be expected of the ALC if you removed a portion 
of the TX drive. The noise stayed up until the next CW cycle began. 


It appears the transmitters are often left on after the message is done for a 
significant time. When conditions are very good I can hear the USB transmitter 
idling with a slight hum, and when the transmission was in AM the carrier often 
stays up, sometimes for more than an hour after the message is complete. 


The start time schedule still appears VERY loose, particularly for V26. I find 
the start time for the 4 x 4 modem is fairly consistent by comparison (still 
varies though). My suspicion is that since the 4 x 4 and then the CW station 
must complete before V26 starts any variation in those two causes an inchworm 
affect on V26, moving the start time for it. 


Several times I have caught voice transmissions before or between the three 
modes. The voice is in Chinese and has been both OM and YL. Some appear to have 
the format of tactical calls. I have never caught them conflicting with the 

4 x 4 modem, the CW station, or V26, so I suspect they may be coordinated. 


Below I am only reporting the V26 transmissions I have recordings of so far 

this month. In many cases (anytime I was at the radio during a record) I checked 
the other frequencies and they were also active but as I was checking casually 

I did not log it."

Another report from T!. This time re the Vietnamese numbers station, 10255 kHz. 


Read his observations for August, 2010. 


"The Vietnamese numbers station on 10255 kHz USB at about 1600 UTC has continued 


to transmit near daily during the month 


of August. This month there have been 


more 71 transmissions that I have received here. 


The station is still most commonly sending three message bodies a day between 
the times of 1557 and 1630 UTC. The message is still the same 42 group message 
it first started sending on April 22, 2010, this message is about 3 minutes and 


30 seconds long. 


The schedule has become a bit more stable, with many messages being sent within 
a few seconds of the time it was sent the proceeding day. There does seem to be 
a slow drift in the times of each transmission, with each one being a little 
earlier each day. This results in the occasional larger jump as message times 
are shifted to keep spacing between them. There are still occasional days when 
the transmission times are chaotic. 


In general the first transmission starts at about 1557:45 UTC (+/- 20 seconds). 
The second transmission starts at about 1602:30 UTC (+/- 40 seconds). The 

third transmission starts at about 1607:45 (+/- 1 minute). Typically the 

station is complete by 1613 UTC, making the prime window to receive this station 
form 1557 to 1613 UTC. 


My VTN web site (http://token_radio.home.mchsi.com/VTN.htm) is being updated 
with all of my past receptions of this station, so you can see the timing 
trends there for yourself."

Rimantas heard the Buzzer on no less than 10 frequencies on 1 August at 0600 
UTC: 4507.19, 4546.46, 4585.73, 4625:00, 4664.27, 4703.54, 4742.81, 4782.08, 


4821.35, 4860.62 kHz. So far the highest frequency of the 1st upper parasitic 
emission was 4668.50, the lowest 4663.05 kHz. 


On August 23 at 1732 UTC the Buzzer transmitted the following voice message: 
"UVB-76, UVB-76 93 882 naimina 74 14 35 74"; spelled as: "9 3 8 8 2 nikolai, 
anna, ivan, michail, ivan, nikolai, anna, 7, 4, 1, 4, 3, 5, 7, 4" 

When you listen carefully, the call sign sounds like UZB-76 instead of UVB-76. 
Rimantas pointed this out to me. Listening to older messages you can hear that 
the call sign is not always pronounced in the same way. One time it sounds like 
UVB and another time as UZB. 


The Buzzer has been silent since 1 Sept. Only a carrier has been heard at the 
time of writing (3 Sept). The silence was followed by an endless stream of 
messages, blogs and discussions on the internet. Lots of "test transmissions" 
popped up, some sounded authentic, others not. 


The transmissions consisted of knocking sounds, excerpts of an EZI transmission, 
random music, 10 buzzes + short fragment of "Dance of The Little Swans" by 
Tchaikovsky (30 seconds) + 10 buzzes + long pause. But also 10-counts in Russian 
read by a male and female, identical to those heard on Russian military channels. 
Further military morse messages like "VVV RJD56 RJD56 RJD56 DE RIPIO RIPII QSA? 
QTC K. RIPIOY 279 17 3 0116 279 = FOR RJH74 43H74 = 02211 99696 10353 42598 73310 
10071 40189 52022 875// 22272 00071 20403 88000 80000 03014 = AR RIP99 K. RIPII 
OK QRU K". I saw this message a couple of times. It looks authentic but I 

wonder if it is a real message. At one point a pirate who was calling himself 
UVB-76 asked for a repeat of the message and they did repeat it. Would RJIP99 
resend a message when a pirate requested this? Further code voice messages were 
transmitted in Russian and many times a question mark was sent in morse during 

a period of time. Finally morse messages from UVB-76 were addressed to Ryan and 
me (Goeienavond Ary, meaning Good evening Ary). 


As I said, a number of transmissions sounded very authentic and were possibly 
partly original military messages. What I heard during the evening of 2 Sept. 
was most possibly not authentic. Like the morse messages sent to Ryan and me and 
to military callsigns, knocking sounds, the EZI transmission, RJP99 who sent a 
message on request of pirate UVB-76. I seriously doubt that this is genuine 
military stuff. Some of the coded messages sounded as if they were copied from 
another transmission, just like EZI. I might be wrong of course :-) 


Another thing why I think that not all is genuine is the signal strength of the 
stations. If the music, morse (?-mark and others), buzzer and counts were 
transmitted from the Buzzer's location than I would expect that the signal would 
be the same but the morse stations and counting stations were much louder than 
the music and the buzzer.

It is very unlikely that this is inside UVB-76, though. The stuff on the 
pictures is mostly power supply equipment, not a radio station. Probably a 
former ICBM silo, the visitors are protected from aggressive rocket fuel. 


It was fun to listen to this activity on 4625 kHz. Also thanks to all of you who 
posted their findings and thoughts: Rimantas, Ryan, Hugh, Pavel, Mark, Michael, 
Tom, Gene and many others.
